Readers  of  this  release  are  cautioned  that  it  re¬ 
ports  sales  commitments  outstanding  as  of  the 
date  indicated,  all  of  which  are  subject  to  mod¬ 
ification,  deferral  or  cancellation  by  mutual 
agreement  of  the  parties.  It  is  unlikely  that  all 
reported  quantities  will  be  exported.  Our  brief 
experience  with  this  monitoring  system  sug¬ 
gests  that  sales  are  apt  to  exceed  exports,  some¬ 
times  by  substantial  amounts,  during  periods 
when  supplies  are  in  balance  with  expected  de¬ 
mand.  Actual  shipments  to  date  may  provide 
a  more  reliable  measure  of  current  export  ac¬ 
tivity.  A  meaningful  export  projection  is  not 
obtainable  by  the  simple  device  of  adding  out¬ 
standing  sales  commitments  to  exports  to  date. 
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EXPORT  SALE'S  REPORT 


Comraents  on  December  19 , 197^ ,  release  covering  the  week  ending  December  8. 

V/heat .  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  197^/75  declined  by  almost 
300,000  metric  tons  (M.T.)  diiring  the  week  ending  December  8.  This  was 
the  first  significant  decline  in  the  commitment  since  the  start  of  the 
season  and  was  brought  about  by  a  drop  of  almost  400,000  M.T.  in  out¬ 
standing  sales  to  unknown  destinations.  Portuguese  purchases  of  about 
130,000  M.T.  of  U.S.  wheat  were  recorded  for  December-March  delivery 
under  the  daily  reporting  system  during  the  December  9-17  period.  These 
purchases  were  made  by  a  Portuguese  Government  grain  team  visiting  the 
U.S.  Portugal  recently  instituted  a  direct  buying  policy  for  grains, 
replacing  the  tender  system  previously  used. 

Feed  Grains.  There  was  no  change  in  the  197^/75  apparent  export  commitment 
during  the  week  covered  by  this  release.  However,  the  Portuguese  Government 
grain  team  purchased  over  300,000  M.T.  of  corn  for  December-April  shipment, 
likewise  registered  under  the  daily  reporting  system  during  the  December  9-17 
period.  These  purchases  reflect  a  smaller  197^  com  crop  in  Portugal,  and 
somewhat  larger  feeding  requirements. 

Rice .  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  197*^/75  increased  by  60,000  M.T. 
during  the  week.  This  was  the  sharpest  gain  recorded  in  some  weeks  but 
only  represents  an  annual  rate  about  in  line  with  the  current  USDA  export 
estimate. 

Soybeans During  the  week  covered  by  this  release  the  unadjusted  annual 
rate  of  exports  moved  up  sharply  to  ll+.4  million  M.T. ,  H00,000  M.T.  above 
the  higher  range  of  the  USDA  estimate  for  197^/75*  Outstanding  export 
commitments  to  Japan  now  exceed  It.l  million  M.T.,  well  in  excess  of  the 
3.15  to  3.25  million  M.T.  the  Japanese  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  indicated 
would  be  imported  from  the  U.S.  in  197^/75-  Import  requirements  for  Japan 
are  expected  to  total  about  3.5  million  M.T.,  including  300,000  M.T.  from 
Brazil  and  the  PRC  and  the  remainder  from  the  U.S.  Japan  is  expected  to 
crush  2.7  million  M.T.  of  soybeans  and  about  750,000  tons  of  soybeans  will 
be  used  for  food  uses  in  197^/75.  Japanese  soybean  crushing  facilities 
wo\ild  be,  operating  at  about  75/5  of  estimated  capacity  this  season  slightly 
above  the  U.S.  rate  of  J0%. 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal.  In  the  week  ending  December  8,  the  xmad justed  annual 
rate  of  exports  for  197^/75  continued  under  U.O  million  M.T.  significantly 
below  apparent  export  commitments  and  the  USDA  estimate.  Exports  dropped 
to  only  68,100  M.T.,  the  lowest  weekly  total  in  recent  weeks.  Apparent 
export  commitments  dropped  below  8  million  M.T.  for  the  first  time  since 
October  27. 

Soybeain  Oil.  Uncommitted  supplies  of  soybean  oil  for  export  on  a  pear-term 
basis  continue  to  be  short.  During  the  reporting  period  Spain,  normally  an 
oil  exporting  country,  purchased  an  initial  10,000  M.T.  of  U.S.  soybean  oil. 

In  view  of  the  domestic  shortage  of  vegetable  oil,  particxxlarly  olive,  and 
the  inflationary  pressures,  Spain  is  expected  to  purchase  additional  quantities 

of  soybean  and  sunflower  oil  for  importation  during  1974/75.  Peru  reportedly 
was  unsuccessful  in  its  attempt  to  purchase  up  to  l4,000  M.T.  of  U.S.  soybean 
oil  for  prompt  shipment  and  continues  actively  seeking  offeis  for  Dec/Jan 
shipment . 

Cotton.  Exports  during  the  week  totaled  92,000  running  bales^  the  lai-gest 
weekly  volume  this  season.  Outstanding  sailes  of  upland  again  declined 
less  than  exports  and  total  apparent  commitment  increased  marginally.

The  above  table  summarizes  slightly  more  than  two  months  of  activity  under  this 
system.  The  data  does  not  include  sales  under  PL  480.  Data  in  the  first  two  columns 
are  reflected  in  the  following  tables  covering  daily  and  weekly  reports.  Similar 
data  will  be  released  periodically. 

In  the  past  two  months,  the  Department  has  discussed  with  officials  of  many  foreign 
countries  their  buying  plans  in  advance  of  actual  purchases.  In  several  instances, 
an  understanding  was  reached  to  modify  these  plans  so  that  it  was  not  necessary  to 
question  contracts  once  made.  The  voluntary  approval  system  encourages  such 
discussions  of  intent  and  lessens  U.S.  Government  interference  with  actual  export 
trade .
